Cook spaghetti in large quantity 
of boiling salted water until ten- 
der, or about 10 or 12 minutes.

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If canned mushrooms are used 
they need only be sliced and add- 
ed along with the ham and 
tongue, as they are cooked and 
only need to be thoroughly heat- 
ed in the sauce. Fresh mush- 
rooms must be thinly sliced and 
sauteed in a little butter until 
soft before adding to the sauce. 

Add drained spaghetti to the 

sauce; mix and heat thoroughly 
and just before serving add the 
butter and serve. Grated Par- 
mesan cheese is sprinkled Mhber- 
ally over each' portion. ‘This is 
always done at the table, so pre- 
pare a good quantity of grated 
cheese before sitting down.
